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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-21 were pending at the time of tlie previous Office Action, mailed 
January 3, 2007. By the latest amendment, filed March 29, 2007, claim 20 is cancelled. 
Therefore claims 1-19 and 21 remain pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 and 21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field fails to teach the combination of features found in 
the independent claims, particularly including the feature of a program transfer unit that 
temporarily installs the driver program for the anti-theft device on the computer device
